.scheme, it was said, would be lim 'ted 
to the "ast, where freight congestion 
is greatest. 
Under th® plan .certain 
raining districts would be assigned a 
specific territory to which their out­ 
put should go and the railroad routes 
would tie prescribed. 
The Pittsburgh and West Virginia 
field would tie cut oft entirely from 
supplying eastern trade. 
The Pitts­ 
burgh district mines would scud their 
output mainly to the lakes, for the 
northwest, and Incidentally to north­ 
western pennsylvania and nortdeast* 
em Ohio. 
Mines near the W est Virginia-Ken­ 
tucky boundary would send coal over 
ihe Chesapeake and Ohio and Norfolk 
and western to nest* rn Ohio, north 
(rn Indiana and Michigan. The same 
territory also would be served by the 
Kanawha district. 
Southeast Ohio districts would sup­ 
ply Ohio and Michigan exclusively by 
rail.

The retafl grocer is ad- 
viseil to look over Iii-* weekly sched­ 
ule of deliveries, choose the day when 
trad" is slack, make a special price 
on potatoes for delivery that day, and 
fix Potato Day in his community as a 
weekly event. This is an improvement 
over potato week and potato month, 
both of which concentrated too much 
attention upon this food at one time 
and led to market disturbances. One 
potato day each week makes no ab­ 
normal demands upon tho fanner or 
the railroads, and will 
not 
disturb 
prices or cause shortages or gluts. 
One potato day a week will enable the 
re tan grocer lo fill up a hollow place 
in his sales and delivery service and 
keep his money and his employees 
busy. 
One potato day a week w ill en­ 
able the consumer to use this valu­ 
able food article as a balance in diet, 
and reduce living costs, and conserve 
wheat and meat for our fighters and 
the allied nations. 
W ith organized 
sales effort behind potatoes, handled 
at decent profits through the entire 
grocery trade of the country, there 
will lie no need for consumers storing 
the tubers themselves 
iii some ways 
this amounts to a form of hoarding 
and disturbs the market. 
Potato day 
each week should be a fixed event, 
from now until the 11*17 crop is eaten 
up next June —-U. S. Food Adm'n Bu l­ 
letin.
